THE KOOTENAY BOOM 


Is on, and it is the biggest thing of 
its kind in America at the present time. 
It is a boom in gold, in silver, in cop- 
per, in lead, and probably other valu- 
Not a boom by which the 
price of an article is enhanced because 
of its scarcity, but one which by rea- 
son of the abundance of things which 
the world holds valuable, the sum of 
the world’s wealth is actually increased 
by an increase which directly prospers 
a section of our own country and a Jarge 
numer of our own people, and indirect- 
ly benefits the whole of cur own coun- 
try and all-our people. It has been 


able metals. 


sometimes said that in the distribution | 


of nature’s gifts greater liberality has 
been shown south than north of the 
49th parallel. In whatever sense this 
may be partially correct, it is far wide 
of the mark when British Columbia is 
considered, in the light of present 
developments. Although there are 
wonderful mineral deposits south of the 
line, immense aggregations of capital in- 
terested in their development, bound- 
less energy,and exceptional skill and ex- 
perience employed, they are simply 
not in it with ‘that part of 
British Columbia iminediately over 
the border in abundance of wealth. 
And this vast wealth is only be- 
ing explored as yet. Every day new 
and valuable mineral areas are being 
added to those already known, and on 
the authority of some of the most 
eminent geologists of the day, the 
mineral region of British Columbia ex- 
tends not only for the hundred miles 
north of the boundary within which 
limits the present boom is confined, 
but a thousand miles further north- 
west an unbroken belt of deposits of 
the precious metals into far Alaska. 
The Cariboo district, directly west of 
Edmonton, was far richer than the 
Kootenay in the early days of gold min- 
ing and there is every reason to sup- 
pose that once it becomes easily acces- 
sible it will assume if not its former 
pre-eminence over Kootenay at least it 
will stand equal with that favored and 
now famous region as a producer of 
wealth for Canada. 

For the present the development of 
Kootenay grows apace. The region 
that was unknown five years ago is at- 
tracting world wide attention and is the 
first grand break in the general cry of 
hard times that has gone up from this 
continent for the past few years. 
While the Edmonton? country has 
rather more than an equal general in- 
terest in the prosperity of Kootenay 
with the rest of Canada, owing to its 
proximity, and the promise that suc- 
cess there gives of rich development 
nearer home, we have a special interest 
which is in process of being worked up 
to a pleasingextent. There are a large 
number of people in Kootenay. Some 
of them are making heaps of money, 
some are making a little, some are hold- 
ing their own and some are losing what 
they had. But they all eat and must 
pay for what they eat. This is the 
point upon which our direct interest in 
Kootenay centres. They consume 
articles that we produce, articles that we 
produce most abundantly and _ for 
which without their consumption we 


‘have a very limited and unsatisfactory 


market. It is true that up to the pre- 
sent season we have been at so great a 
disadvantage in reaching that market 
that we have not derived much advant- 
age from it, but a change is apparently 
at hand. Potatoes and oats are being 
shipped from Edmonton, hay from 
Lacombe and butter and eggs from all 
along the line. These are products in 
which our district excels. and a growing 
cash market for them means a great 
deal to our settlers. Indeed if we were 
able to supply Kootenay with its prin- 
cipal food products the development 
of Kootenay would mean also the de- 
velopment of Alberta. At present the 


railroad rates are what stand in the way 
of a greater and more prosperous trade 
with Kootenay and which are a tax on 
the development of Kootenay on the 
one hand and Alberta on the other. 
This evil can be cured within the com- 
ing year or two by the construction of 
the Crow’s Nest pass railroad, provided 
the government sees fit when granting 
the public money to that’ enterprise to 
ensure the protection of the public in- 
terests. The railroad itself will not 
necessarily benefit the public. It would 
no doubt enable the company which 
con'rolled it to compete on more favor- 
abl» terms with other companies for the 
trace of Kootenay. If any railway 
company spends its ow:. money to build 
a line it is entitled to the full benefit of 
that line. And just so if the money 
of the country is taken to build a line 
or aid in building a line, it is the first 
duty ofthe government to see that the 
people of the country get the full bene- 
fit of the expenditure of their own 
money. : 
There is another feature of difficulty 
in developing the trade with Kootenay 
besides that of railway rates, and that is 
the necessity of special facilities for 
handling perishable products, or in 
other words eggs, butter, dressed poul- 
try and fresh meat. In order that these 


| products may be handled with the full- 
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est profit it is necessary that there 
should be cold transport and storage. 
Eggs or butter shipped from Alberta in 
the summer season are almost certain to 
deteriorate in quality,and to ship drexs- 
ed meat and poultry is impossible. To 
get over this difficulty Thos. Stone, 
of Calgary, is inaugurating a scheme in 


4 which he has enlisted a number of the 


prominent business menof that place. Al- 
ready Mr. Stone controls large and well 
appointed cold storage premises at Cal- 
gary which will be used as a collecting 
warehouse. Parties whether merchants 
or others desiring to deal with the com- 
pany will forward their offerings with 
every train. These will be stored until 
car lots can be made up. They will 
then be shipped to another central cold 
storage warehouse to be established at 
the most convenient point in the 
Kootenay, probably Nakusp, and there 
held to be distributed to the various 
points as orders are sent in. By this 
means the goods could be landed in the 
several towns of the Kootenay district 
in ferfectly fresh condition, there 
would be the most prompt delivery as 
there is daily communication in summer 
throughout the district, and the great 
advantage of car load rates for the 
greater part if not the whole of the 
haul would be secured. At present 
the greater proximity of the agricultur- 
al sections of the state of Washington 
to fhe mines, and the more direct com- 
munication, has placed us ata great dis- 
advantage in marketing our perishable 
products there. This would be over- 
come by Mr. Stone’s scheme, which in- 
cludes a warehouse at Edmonton of 
sufficient capacity in which to collect 
car lots for shipment to Calgary or 
through as the occasion required. Of 
course the scheme hinges on the rates 
and facilities that will be given by the 
railway company with which Mr. Stone 
is now negotiating. The produce is 
here, the demand is there. The rail- 
road was aided so that in such cases 
the necessary connection could be 
established. If established it means 
more for Alberta than a million dollars 
spent on immigration agencies. 


——— 


COLD STORAGE. 


On October 2nd, a supplementary 
vote of $20,000 was asked to provide 
for “ Cold storage and carriage of Can- 
adian perishable food products, and to 
secure recognization of auality of such 
products in the markets of Great 
Britain in an undeteriorated condition.” 
The minister said that this amount 
would be requized for expenditure dur- 
ing the current fiscal year ending on 
Ist July next. Twenty thousand dol- 
lars had already been voted in the 
main estimates most of which would 
be required during the present season 
of navigation. He said: ‘The coun- 
try has been demanding facilities for 
the placing of our perishable food pro- 
ducts on the English market in an un- 
deteriorated condition. The hon. premier 
and the members of the government 
have declared that they are prepared to 
try and provide facilities sufficient to 
meet the demands of the trade now ex- 


ee er 


isting, and its probable development | 
within the next few years. Repre- 
sentations have been made to the gov- 
ernment, and representations were 
made to the house a short time ago by 
the committee on agricultire, in favor 
of these facilities being given to our 
farmers. Our butter has, unhappily, 
acquired an unfavorable reputation in 
the old Jand, which we believe is entire- 
ly due to the deterioration which occurs 
in the course of its passage from the 
maker tothe consumer. Under these 
circumstances, the farmers of the coun- 
try have asked the government t@take 
steps to see that the proper facilities 
for preventing that deterioration are 
provided ; and, personally, as represent- 
ing, to a certain extent, that great in- 
terest i in the country, I feel very keenly 
that this is a justifiable demand. The 
necessities of the case demand a very 
considerable outlay. To accomplish 
the result, it is necessary that there 
should be a continuous and unbrdken 
chain of cold storage from the point of 
production to the consuming market. 
This would necessitate, probably, the 
establishment of storage warehouses, in 
which the perishable products could be 
put for a short time until ready for ship- 
ment ; and arrangements with the rail- 
reads for carrying them in cold storage 
to the places of Atlantic shipments 
possibly, arrangements for cold storage 
warehouses to receive them while await- 
ing shipment across the ocean; and 
arrangements for the necessary appli- 
ances in the ships for keeping these pro- 
ducts in a cold temperature while cross- 
ing the Atlantic. It is easy to see that 
a very complete system requires to be 
established ; and the government be- 
lieve it to be their duty to contribute 
to this system to such an extent as will 
enable those who can provide this de- 
ficiency in our commerce, to tide over 
the first few years of difficulty, because 
possiby the trade of the first year or 
two may not pay a fair return on the 
capital necessary to be invested to pro- 
vide these appliauces. I want to point 
out to justify this contribution, that to 
provide a vessel with a fair amount 
of cold storage accommodation would 
necessitate the investment of from 
$12,000 to $15,000 of capital, that is, 
for mechanical cold storage. For what 
is called insulated cold storage, where 
no mechanism is required, except snch 
walls asthe heat will not penetrate, and 
sufficient ice to keep the chambers at a 
low temperature, the necessary capital 
expenditure would range from $2,000 
to $3,000. In view of this heavy in- 
vestment of capital required, it seems 
right that the government should con- 
tribute a certain amount for a short 
term of years, te induce steamship 
owners to make this investment I 


most likely to be utilized for this pur- 
pose in consequence of their being the 
best markets and the most suitable to 
our perishable products are the ports of 
Avonmouth near Bristol. Liverpool, 
Glasgow and London, and I propose to 
make arrangements by which vessels 
will leave Montreal and St. Johns and 
Halifax in the summer and the two 
latter ports in the winter, to carry these 
products to the old land. I may say 
that this summer Professor Robert- 
son made arrangements with the rail- 
way companies by which they are to 
supply refrigerator cars on certain of 
their lines to the main centres of ship- 
ment. The payments in this matter 
have been very small this year, amount- 
ing to about $15,000, and perhaps two 
or three thousand dollars would cover 
the expenditure for this year. During 
the ensuing season I expect to much en- 
large that service, so that all parts of 
the country which can fairly ask for it in 
consequence of their producing these pro- 
ducts, will be supplied with the necessary 
accommodation to enable these products 
to be taken to the points of shipment, 
where they will be put into cold stor- 
age vessels, without the risk of being 
heated to any extent.

LATEST NORTHERN EXPLORA- 
TIONS. 


J. B, Tyrell, of the Dominion  geo- 
logical survey department, has just re- 
turned from his fourteenth season of 
summer explorations in the north. In 
view of the prospective building of the 
Hudson Bay and Pacifie railroad, his 
discoveries are interesting. At Grand 
Rapids he took canoes and two Indian 
guides and proceeded to Norway House 
over country well known to him. From 
Norway House they descended Nelson 
river a hundred miles orso to Pine 
river, a small tributary of the Nelson, 
which they ascended a long distance to 
Wolf river. All this territory has 
practically never before been entered 
by white men, being out of the regular 
route of travel. Mr. Tyrell has an 
accurate description of the country tra- 
versed, both geologically and geogranhi- 
cally. This large section of the coun- 
try is not a wilderness of rocks as it 
has been described by many men who 
pretended to have a knowledge of the 
region. “He found a well wooded 
country, interspered with stetches of 
prairie, a soil of rich clay loam, with 
clay sub-soil. There are lvrge areas of 
rich cultivatable lands west of the 
Nelson, and all varieties of vegetables 
are produced in the gardens of the H. 
b. Co’s post, and prove hardy. There 
are just such stretches of prairie as may 
be seen from the banks of the Sas- 
katchewan or Assiniboine, land good 
for agriculture or stock raising. The 
subsoil is clay on what is known as 
as Huronian or Laurentian rock. “ Ex- 
cept for climate,” says Mr. Tyrrell, 
“that great country to the west of 
Nelson river has been as richly blest 
by providence as the far famed Red 
River Valley.”

G. W. Legg, the defaulting treasurer of 
Waverley, Ohio, who is a defaulter for $10,- 
000 was arrested at Vancouver on October 
the 10th. 


C. M. Lampson & Co.’s London, Eng- 
land, sale of American furs took place on 
October 14th, 15th. and 16th, other sales 
took place on preceding and succeeding days 
of Australian, African, Chinese, and other 
furs. 


A Free Press telegram from Ottawa, of 
Oct. 13th, says: Mr. Blair will immediately 
enter upon an examination of the Canadian 
canal system. He will start to-morrow 
with Lachine canal. He will be back on 
Friday for an important council meeting, 
and will continue later on to secure all in- 
formatior on the Trent canal for forming the 
government’s policy. 

A cross petition on behalf of Hon. Wil- 
liam Paterson has been filed against Mr. 
McLaughlin, the defeated conservative 
candidate in North Grey. Besides the 
usual charges, it is alleged that Sir Charles 
Tupperand Hon. John Haggart advanced 
$3000 through the Bank of Montreal, in Ot- 
tawa, to be transferred to the agency of the 
Merchant’s Bank at Owen Sound, and to be 
used to influence the election in conservat- 
ive interests, 


Chief Inspector Swetman, of the post cifice 
depaitment, has closed an investigation into 
the alleged irregularities in the Quebec post 
office. One of the charges was that copies 
of a conservative campaign sheet during 
the late election were allowed to pass through 
the post office for political purposes without 
prepayment of postal fees. Mr. Swetman 
has reported to the department that there 
was genera! carelessness at the post office in 
regard to this and other matters of a similar 
kind. The result has been that the officials 
have gotten off with a reprimand.—Free 
Press. 


Sir Donald Smith cabled the government 
that the London Times correspondent at 
Rio Jansiro announces the arrival of Cana- 
ian immigrants at San Paulo.! As anticip- 
ated the Canadians have been greatly 
disappointed because things have not turned 
out as favorable as they were promised. No 
provision whatever had been made for re- 
ceiving them, but the government of San 
Paulo has endeavored to ameliorate their 
lot. Some of the families have aecepted 
plantation contracts and many wiil settle on 
the Dumont estates, which assure them good 
treatment under English managers. 

Last Saturday week was the hearing be- 
fore Judge Richardson at Regina of the 
summons asking for a day to be fixed for 
hearing the election protest. Mr. W. C. 
Hamilton, Q. C , for the respondent said that 
his client, Mr. Davin, had only arrived from 
Ottawa that morning, and as he had not 
had an opportunity to consu!t him, he asked 
for an adjournment. Mr. Hugh Robson, for 
the petitioner, would not oppose an adjourn- 
ment in such circumstances, and his lord- 
ship accordingly adjourned the hearing to 
the tirst chamber Gay after the 13th inst. 

The necessary money. $300 was then depos- 
ited by Mr. Davin as security for the appeal | 
against the recent decision of his lordship as 
regards the preliminary objections not hav- 
ing been filed in time. 

The czarina, previous to leaving Balmoral 
Castle for France, received a delegation of 
ladies, who called upon her, asking her sup- 
port for the suffering Armenians. The 
audience Was, however, granted on condition 
that nothing be said regarding it until after 
her majesty had left England. The delegat- 
jon now, 16 appears, urged the czarina to do 
something to stay the Land of the sultan 
and her majesty replied, so fir she hada 
terfered but little in politics, although 
ready to do anything in her power to help 
bring about a crusade against the existing 
circumstances at Constantinople. She added 
‘More womanly or chistian action than 
helping to alleviate the sufferings of the 
poor Armenians is hardly conceivable. Rest 
assured of my heartfelt interest in the cause 
you have at heart.”

stances of this case. Col. McMillan. treas- 
urer, and Mr. Watson, minister of public 
works in the Greenway ministry, arrived in 
Ottawa as commissioners from the govern- 
ment of Manitoba, empowered, along with 
Mr. Cameron, the provincial, secretary, to 
conclude the matter. They had an informal 
interview with the premier, and some of the 
other ministers shortly after their arrival. 
The whole country will welcome the immedi- 
ate removal of this question from the federal 
arena. 

It is rumered that a department of public 
lands will soon be created by the provincial 
government of Manitoba. ‘This would indi- 
cate that some satisfactory arrangement 
has been made, or is iikely tu be made, be- 
tween the federal and provincial govern- 
ments for the handing over to the province 
of the public lands within its boundaries. 
All the old provinces in Canada control 
their publie lands, but in the new provinces 
and territories of the West, the federal gov- 
ernment has held control of the public do- 
main. If the province should gain control 
of the lands, we may expect to see a more 
active immigration policy adopted by the 
local government;—Commercial. 

For the first time in its history, we be- 
lieve, the London Times gave up a whole 
page to a tabulated statement of new enter- 
prises and issues of bonds, the period being 
for the first half of this year. Of bonds the 
total amount issued was $47,713,000. The 
joint stock companies reported in the 
Times number about 400, che largest num- 
ber being mining ventures in South Africa 
and British Columbia. Besides these there 
are a number of mercantile and railway 
undertakings, many of them in foreign 
countries. The present rage for couverting 
private breweries into joint stock companies 
is responsible for 16 of these, the leading 
one beizg the London firm of Barclay Perk- 
ins & Co., which is listed with a capital of 
twenty millions of dollars. The avidity 
with which these stocks are being subscrib- 
ed for is striking evidence of the confidence 
felt in Great Britain that there is no pros- 
pect of legislation likely to endanger the 
liquor interests. —Vancouver World.

He reports the Scandinavian settlers 
near Wetaskiwin as well pleased with the 
season’s operations and ia a fair way to do 
well although last year’s partia, failure and 
this year’s low prices are very disheartening. 

S. S. ‘Taynor, Q. C., has entered an 
action against the town council for a rule 
nisi quashing the resolution passed at the 
special meeting held on Friday, the 16th 
inst., which confirmed the action of the 
court of revision with regard to the reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent in the assessment. The 
claim is that the meeting in question was 
not regularly called, and that as an order of 
the court had been issued prohibiting the 
court of revision from proceeding with the 
reducticn in the assessment, the same men 
sitting as a council had no right to pass a 
resolution confirming the previous resolu- 
tion of the court of revision. If Mr. 
Taylor obtains the nile nisi the other ro- 
solutions passed at the special council 
meeting must share the fate of the one in 
question, and as a consequence the resolu- 
tion accepting the resignations of Dr.

RAILROAD DIRECTORS’ MEETING. 


On Saturday afternoon a special meeting 
of the directors of the Edmonton District 
Railway Co., was held in the council 
chamber to learn from Mr. Oliver what the 
prospects were of obtaining the additional 
$25,000 asked for towards the bridge. The 
directors present were J. A. McDougall, 
president ; C. Gallagher, W.S. Edmiston, 
D. Ross. J. Ross and 8. Larue. Dr. Wilson,and 
F. Oliver, M. P., were present by request of 
the president.“=N. D. Beck, Q.fC., solicitor, 
and T. Bellamy, secretary also attended. 

The president said he had intended to 
have called a meeting earlier to arrange for 
the annua! shareholders’ meeting but on 
account of the demoralized state of the 
town council, which left that body unable to 
vote at a shareholders meeting, it had been 
thought advisable to wait, especially as Mr. 
Oliver was expected home. They had him 
there at that meeting and he would explain 
the exact position of affairs ot Ottawa in 
regard to their scheme. 

Mr. Oliver said he was not able to say 
definitely as yet what would bedone. He 
understood that the desire of the company 
was to have the government provide a 
further sum of $25,000 for the bridge. Mr. 
Beck saw Mr. Tarte and when he (the 
speaker) got to Ottawa, he also did his best 
to impress the necessity of giving $25,300. 
Mr. Tarte promised to lzy the matter before 
the council and if they approved the $25, - 
000 would appear in the supplementary 
estimates. Mr. Tarte waz not successfui as 
the amount did not appear. 

An appointment was made and Mr. 
Oliver met Mr. Tarte after the session. The 
decision of the minister of public works 
given verbally wasthat as the estimated 
cost of a traffic bridge was $65,000 and of a 
combined railway and traffic bridge $96,000, 
the government would build a combined 
bridge if the town would provide $25,000, 
the difference between the cost of the 
traffic and of the railway bridge. On this 
condition work would be commeneed at once. 
Mr. Tarte promised to write Mr. Oliver a 
letter embodying his suggestion, but the 
letter had not yet come to hand. 

Considerable discussion took place after 
Mr. Oliver had explained the position. Mr. 
Beck thought the company should com- 
municate with Mr. Tarte and press for an 
arrangement according to the original 
scheme and a motion was finally passed 
appointing the president and Messrs. 
Dr. Wilson, W. S. Edmiston and N. D. 
Beck to open correspondence with the 
minister of public works, and endeavor to 
get the scheme of the company carried out.
